Washington, D.C.-based, 
Ralph Nader Raiders spin¬ 
off.

Food Day has only been 
held annually since 1975. 
But backers of the national 
promotion admit this Is the 
first year it has received 
such widespread publicity; 
ti reflection on the trend to 
discredit beef and support 
just about nny action that 
will heLp give beef a 
blackcye. 

Many other segments in 
the United States are trying 
to sway us away from eating 
beef, too From athletes anil 
doctors to sunn tors and 
authors, nil are jumping on 
the “don't eat boef'’ 
bandwagon. You’ve proba¬ 
bly heard sumo of their 
claims many times by now: 
Feeding cattle wastes grain; 
Beef causes cancer of the 
colon, high blood pressure 
□nd heart attacks; Beef is 
high in cholesterol. Esti¬ 


mates show there are 10 
million Americans who are 
vegetarians. Is this having 
an effect on consumer 
demand for beef? 

Activists always make Lhe 
news. When DES was 
banned, not much was said 
and the case waa c losed. But 
when saccharin was banned 
for the same reasons as 
DES, consumers made such 
a noise that Congress and 
everyone else involved 
backed down and are now 
ready to reevaluate the 
problem. The end decision 
may be a change in their 
first decision. 

Supporters of the Beef 
Research and Information 
Act believe enactment of 
the RH1A and the funds it 
will be able to collect will be 
able to counter ail of the 
“bad press" the beef indus¬ 
try has been receiving of 
late. 

If two-thirds of the 
culllenicn voting in the 
referendum up])rove the 
order, 3/10 of 1% of the 
price of all cattle sold will be 
assessed to fund the 
programs—research, con¬ 
sumer information and 
promotion.

Sponsored by American- 
In t urn a I ional C h n ro hi i s 
Assn., the event will be 
conducted in memory of the 
late- Congressman Jerry 
Ulton, nationally known for 
his work with youth groups 
and in Charolais breed 
improvement and promo¬ 
tion programs. 

The show, which last year 
attracted 123 individual en¬ 
tries from 17 states, will 
immediately precede the 
eighth annual Junior Charo¬ 
lais Leadership Conference 
at Ohio State University. 

J udge for the show will be 
Dr. Gary Minish, University 
of Illinois Extension Service 
Animal Scientist. 

Entries must be post¬ 
marked on or hefore June 5, 
and forwarded to Robert 
Brown, AJCA junior activi¬ 
ties director. Entries must 
have been registered in the 
name or the exhibitor prior 
to May 5. 

Exhibitors will be compe¬ 
ting for S5UOO premium 
money. Heifers will be 
broken into near-equal age 
groups immediately prior to 
the show. State groups of 
three heifers will compete in 
a special class. 


New to the show will be 
the selection of a Premier 
Exhibilor, based upon the 
winner's plncing in junior or 
senior showmanship con¬ 
tests at the show, a personal 
interview and upon prior 
junior heifer show activi¬ 
ties. Each state iB responsi¬ 
ble for selecting their most 
qualified junior member to 
compete for this award. 

in addition to regular 
champion heifer honors, a 
special Champion heifer 
bred by the exhibitor will be 
named. Highest placings 
within class by bred-by- 
exhibitor heifers will com¬ 
pete for the special award. 
Each state will compete 
against other states for 
herdsman honors, with one 
person for each state being 
eligible for Premier Exhibi¬ 
tor competition. 

Bergland seeks 
elimination of 
acre allotments 

U.S. Agriculture Secre¬ 
tary Bob Bergland has re¬ 
commended acreage allot¬ 
ments “which no longer re¬ 
flect existing production 
patterns on individual 
farms" be eliminated. He 
also told the Senate Agri- 
cu Hurt* Committee target 
price payments be mode on 
the basis of current or the 
prior year's plantings, 
thereby reflecting market 
demand. 
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be raised.

The thinking was; If we ( 
can’t bypass the emotional

*' Frankly, in my esti¬ 
mation, the wild horse has 
only an aesthetic value," 
said Challis, Idaho, at¬ 
torney-rancher Jim Ben¬ 
netts. "Under the present 
situation, the wild horse 
cannot be harvested except 
at tremendous expense to 
the taxpayer, and once har¬ 
vested, cannot be marketed 
in the usual sense. In all 
likelihood, any wild horse if 
used aL all, will see only 
limited use, economically 
speaking. 

‘ 'Olher inhabitants of the 
range, namely cattle and 
the major wildlife species, 
show substantial economic 
value to Lhe localities and 
the state. Wo cun show that 


a cow has an economic value 
computed by applying a 
multiplier of approximately 
1.4 on its market value. In 
addition, it has an aesthetic 
value as recognized by the 
implementation of various 
of the Recreational Area 
concepts where continued 
grazing of cattle on range 
land is being recognized as 
recreationally and aestheti¬ 
cally desirable. 

. "Again, wild animals 
have been shown to have 
substantial values economi¬ 
cally," continued Bennetts, 

‘' and the major part of those 
values have been shown to 
be connected with the 
harvest of the animals in 
contrast with the aesthetic 
values. The horse, however, 
must make its case based 
upon its aesthetic value 


alone. I concede that it does 
have an aesthetic value, and 
therefore, a place in the 
scheme of things. However, 
it appears also that as we 
get more and more horses, 
the aesthetic value of each 
individual horse becomes 
less and less." 

One of the simpler 
changes to improve things 
is the waiver of trespass 
regulations, said John 
Weber, cattleman from 
California and ANCA re¬ 
gional vice president. 

'' Hundreds more of these 
horses would be claimed if 
the trespass provision were 


waived," he told the Reno 
meeting. 1 ‘It should be ex¬ 
plained that wild horses 
range on private lands also. 
There are vast amounts of 
intermingled private and 
public lands in Nevada and 
wild horses and burros 
range on both. It seems that 
the government has some 
responsibility in keeping 
their horses off private 
lands. Many people who 
have horses on public land 
feel the cost would be too 
great to claim their horses if 
they have to pay a trespass 
fee on top of the cost of 
gathering the horses."

Graze out of winter wheat 
acreage has increased this 
year over Texas and 
Oklahoma, according to 
veteran observers who 
surveyed the area during 
the annual Kansas wheat 
lour.

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Research needs highlight Reno’s Wild Horse Forum 


Research needs concern¬ 
ing wild horses on public 
lands, were a hot topic of the 
recent National Wild Horso 
Forum in Reno, Nev. A 
number of Bureau of Land 
Management and Forest 
Service people were present 
in Reno to give updates.

stressed Milton Frei, a 
range conservationist with 
the BLM in Denver. For the 
most part, these concern the 
development of methods or 
techniques which will help 
us overcome the restrictive 
provisions of P.L. 92-195 
(the Wild and Free-Roam¬ 
ing Horse and Burro Act), 
while at the same time de¬ 
veloping some techniques 
that can still be used if the 
restrictions are lifted in the 
future." 

The first research priority 
is in developing a birth 
control method for wild 
horses. This would limit 
population explosions, while 



limiting the need to capture 
physically any horses. Frei 
is looking at fertility control 
of stallions, administered 
through a dart gun. The 
breeding season is March 
through June, so that would 
be the focal point of the 
program. 

Frei is also looking into a 
capture system that anyone 
could use to control and 
handle wild horses. Cur¬ 
rently a great deal of exper¬ 
tise is required. He is 
working with an immobili¬ 
zing drug. 

A third project is an in¬ 
vestigation of mortality 
causes in wild horses. This

This amendment is im¬ 
portant to farmers and 
ranchers in alluvial valley 
floor regions of western 
states. Opponents of this 
pi-ovision say it would be 
unfair to ban mine oper¬ 
ations not yet in commercial 
production hut in which 
there 1ms been substantial 
financial commitment, as iL 
takes years of load time and 
considerable investment to 
prepare for mining.
